A nuisance property continues to 
stand vacant and crumbling while 
the City of East Jordan attempts to 
get the owner to take responsibility 
for its condition. 

The deteriorating building, at 104 
Main St., has been an ongoing prob- 
lem for the last eight to 10 years, with 
owners notified repeatedly that the 
situation must be improved. 

The present owner, Gerald Burton 
of West Bloomfield, managed to 
evade citation on the property condi- 
tion by first not responding to regis- 
tered notice, then by placing the prop- 
erty into a blind trust managed by 
Estate Limited Corporation. The resi- 
dent agent of the trust, a West 
Bloomfield attorney named Jean 
Hansen, has now also made herself 

scarce. 

The city discovered all this through 
a process server engaged by city at- 
torney Scott Beatty to serve the cita- 
tion to the downstate addresses. 
_ In the meantime, Burton has pur-_ 
chased more property within city lim-

the accident, which also involved his 
brother, Corey Richardson, 24, of 
Norwood Township. The two broke 
through the ice of the channel while 
traveling on snowmobiles near the US 
Coast Guard station, Corey Richardson 
was rescued by the Coast Guard, and 
was treated at Charlevoix Area Hospi- 
tal and released.

Burton’s failure to respond to city 
summons hasn’t ended with the condi- 
tion of the Main Street property. He has 
apparently ignored his city water and 
sewage account at yet another property

side of Main Street —for over six months, 
and now is behind $180. 

But through a resolution of intent, the 
city has some recourse to collect the

Traditionally, Monday was known 
as “wash day,” but every day is wash 
day at a laundromat. 

The modern-day laundromat is a 
far cry from the way our mothers did 
the washing more than half a century 
ago. Notice J said mothers — it was 
women’s work only back then — but 
no longer. While at a laundromat one 
Saturday morning, I was surprised to 
see men out-numbering the women 
eight to one. 

Doing Monday’s washing fora fam- 
ily of eight back in the 1930s was a 
full day of arduous labor. I recall my 
mother getting up early in the mom- 
ing, putting the copper-bottomed 
boiler on the cook stove, filling it with 
water, and shaving off strips of Fels 
Naptha soap. 

She waited for the water to come to 
a full boil. In the Saxton residence at 
least, all white clothing was always 
‘ boiled. Mother used a plunger to pro- 

vide the action she deemed necessary 
to get the clothes “sparkling white,” 
as she used to say. In her eyes, it was 
a sin to hang washing on the clothes- 
line unless it was fiercely clean. 

_If boiling did not sufficiently do the 
job, Mother used the corrugated scrub 
board — a back-breaking chore if ever 
there was one. Once scrubbed, the

clothes went through a hand wringer, 
if one was fortunate enough to own 
one.

I doubt my mother 
would have used a dryer if she had 
one. 

“Clothes dried out-of-doors are 
much fresher,” she undoubtedly 
would have said. 

At antique shops you can still see 
the old sad irons used for pressing the 
clothes. The later models had detach- 
able handies. They were heated by 
placing them on the lids of the cook 
stove. The washing wasn’t complete 
until the clothes were ironed, folded, 
and put in their proper place. 

My mother wanted nothing to do 
with the modern conveniences. She 
actually cried when my brothers and 
I replaced the two tubs, washboard 
and wringer with an electric-powered 
Maytag right after World War II.

Dialing that 
number may, most importantly, save 
lives, and is cost effective. Fewer tax 
dollars are spent arresting intoxicated

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with the aftermath. 

This new call-to-action is a partner- 
ship between MADD and the Michigan 
Office of Highway Safety Planning, the 
Michigan Emergency Telephone Ser- 
vice Committee which represents 911 
dispatch centers in the state, law en- 
forcement agencies including Michi- 
gan State Police, and the Michigan cel- 
lular phone industry, including the Na- 
tional Cellular SAFETALK center. The 
effort brings together modern technol- 
ogy, law enforcement, and concerned 
citizens. 

Let’s hope when that free call to 911 
is made, it’s a concerned motorist re- 
porting a drunk driver, not someone 
having to call in yet another prevent- 
able crash.

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Bear season passes 


The Department of Natural Resources recently an- 
nounced the results of the 1995 black bear hunting 
season, which opened Sept. 10 and continued through 
Oct. 26. There were 5,652 bear harvest tags issued to 
hunters in eight bear management units in the north- 
em two-thirds of the state, and 1,458 bear were 
harvested. 

The DNR’s harvest goal was 1,400 bear, which is 
100 more than in 1994. The increased goal for the 
1995 season was a result of growing bear populations 
in some areas of the state. In the Upper Peninsula, 
hunters took 1,319 bear, including 17 on Drummond 
Island. In the northern Lower Peninsula, 139 bear 
were taken during the 1995 season. 

As required by the DNR each season, successful 
hunters registered their bear so the DNR can monitor 
the harvest, hunter success, and the hunt methods 
used. For each bear registered, wildlife biologists 
recorded the animal’s sex, age and other data to see 
how the population is responding to management 
methods. 

“The DNR is committed to managing the black bear 
resource in the best way possible,” said DNR director 
Michael Moore. “This includes the annual harvest of 
some animals through hunting to maintain bear num- 
"bers at a desired level and to help avoid unwelcome 
bear encounters. In Michigan, the use of bait and the 
use of hounds for bear hunting currently play an 
important role in this effort. In addition, cubs and 
female bears with cubs are protected from hunting in 
this state, so that many of the young animals will 
survive and become an important part of the state’s 
future bear population.” 

DNR Bear Management Specialist Tim Reis said, 
“Bear hunting js carefully controlled under a state- 
wide permit system that limits the number of people 
who can hunt bear each year, and hunters worked 
hand-in-hand with the DNR in establishing this sys- 
tem. This year’s harvest is a good example of how 
well the system allows us to manage the bear popula- 
tion: the registered harvest came extremely close to 
our harvest goal.”

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Unbuckled youngsters are at risk of injury | 


Two recent traffic crashes highlight Michigan’s 
dangerously low safety belt use among youngsters. 

In January, a 9-year-old boy in Muskegon was 
killed when he was thrown against the dash just as the 
vehicle's air bag deployed. He was not wearing a 
safety belt. More recently, a Detroit toddler was 
seriously injured when he was thrown from a vehicle 
during impact. His safety seat was not buckled into 
the car. 

Many Michigan parents and guardians are doing a 
poor job of buckling up their kids, according to the 
latest direct observation survey which shows that 
children aged 4-15 have the lowest safety belt use of 
all age groups, putting them at special risk in the event 
of a crash. Although overall safety belt use for the 
state is almost 67 percent, only 58.8 percent of young- 
sters wear safety belts, according to findings from the 
University of Michigan Transportation Research In- 
stitute. Parents who do not buckle up set a poor 
example for their children and generally do not buckle 
up their children. 

Michigan could dramatically increase safety belt 
use by adopting standard enforcement of its safety 


Postal answers 


Following are some of the most frequently asked 
questions regarding postal products, services and 
mailing guidelines: 

MW Probably the most asked questions are about zip 
codes. Whenever you are not sure of a ZIP Code, call 
your local post office or check the blue pages in your 
telephone directory for an area ZIP Code information 
number. The absence of a ZIP Code, or the use of an 
incorrect one, will delay your mail. 

@ The answer to cost questions depends on the 
weight of the mail piece, the distance it needs to 
travel, and how fast you want it to get there. Ask the 
retail clerk at your post office for a product/price 
comparison when you mail your parcel. 

M@ There are differences between registered and 
certified mail. Registered mail is designed to provide 
maximum security for valuable mailed items. Ar- 
ticles are secured and signed for at each postal stop. 

Certified: mail provides a mailing receipt and a 
record of delivery is kept at the recipient's post office. 
A retum receipt to provide the sender with proof of 
delivery can also be purchased for an additional fec. 

@ The smallest acceptable size mail piece is 3-1/2 
inches high by 5 inches long. The largest mail piece 
acceptable is 70 pounds, measuring 108 inches in 
combined length and circumference. 

M@ If you are depositing your mail piece within a post 
office, ask the retail clerk for the last pickup time, as 
schedules vary from post office to post office. When 
depositing mail in a street collection box, the last 
pickup time is posted. 

@ Generally, first-class letters mailed and destined 
for delivery within your local area should be delivered 
overnight. Two-day delivery is generally provided 
for letters destined for locations 400-600 miles from 
the location you mailed the item, depending on com- 
mercial air transportation. Our standard for mail go- 
ing coast to coast is three days. 

WA surcharge is added to first-class letters weigh- 
ing one ounce or less and exceeding the standard size 
requirements of 6-1/8 inches high, 11-1/2 inches 
long, or 1/4 inch thick.

The 10 states with this provision have 
substantially higher belt use rates. House Bill 5000 is 
currently being considered by the Michigan Legisla- 
ture on the basis of its lifesaving benefits. 

According to the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, Michigan could expect a 10-15 per- 
centage point increase in belt use by strengthening the 
law. That change would save up to 100 lives each year 
and prevent up to 3,000 serious injuries. 

“Parents, guardians and other caregivers must take 
responsibility for seeing to it that children are buckled 
up properly,” said Betty J. Mercer, executive director 
of the Office of Highway Safety Planning. “Once 
children outgrow child safety seats or booster seats, 
they must be buckled up — even in the back seat of a 
vehicle.” 

Traffic safety experts stress several things when it 
comes to properly restraining babies, toddlers and 
children: 

* although over 80 percent of children 0-3 in Michi- 
gan are buckled up, a majority of child safety seats are 
not correctly installed in the vehicle or children are 
not properly secured in the seats;

* rear-facing infant seats should never be placed in 
the front seat of a vehicle with dual air bags 

¢ children must always be in a child safety seat or a 
safety belt when riding in the front seat of a vehicle 
with dual air bags; 

“With child safety seats, one size does not fit all,” 
Mercer said. “Because there is no clear-cut answer for 
every Case, people must 
carefully read their ve- 
hicle owner’ s manual.” 

It is imperative that a 
child safety seat fit se- 
curely into a vehicle. 

Different seats are 
more compatible in cer- 
tain vehicles. 

When installing the 
seat, read both the 
manual provided with 
the seat and the vehicle 
owner’s manual to be 
certain it 1s placed cor- 
rectly.

Friends efforts cited 


Two projects initiated by the Friends of the Jordan 
River Watershed recently received recognition at a 
gathering of state officials, as part of the celebration 
of Michigan’s Year of the River 1995S. 

The FOJ’s continuing efforts in the extension of 
Natural Rivers protection to the lower Jordan River, 
as well as a fund-raising and educational gathering 
called Jordan River Celebration, were cited by the 
Michigan Natural Resources Commission (NRC) at 
the Feb. 8 meeting.

“We're proud of the many groups which have 
joined Governor Engler and other citizens in recog- 
nizing Michigan’s outstanding rivers and streams,” 
said DNR director Michael Moore.

cases he sees in the courtroom involve some type of 
alcohol or substance abuse. 

“But if we are always interested, vigilant and in- 
volved,” May continued, “It is a great deterrent to our 
kids to stay away from drug abuse.” 

The program, conducted by Deputy Behling, is a 
17-week curriculum including a DARE booklet, ac- 
tivities and group and individual problem-solving. 
Behling met with each of the fifth-grade classes for a 
weekly session, focusing on a different related issue 
each week. 

Behling’s positive relationship with the students 
helps reinforce the lessons. He noted the students 
worked very hard, especially in writing their essays of 
commitment to be violence and drug-free. Behling 
chose the essays of eight students as especially well- 
written. Each student read their essay at the awards 
ceremony and received a medal. 

“Tt was hard to pick just eight, because all their 
essays were excellent.” Behling told the audience. 
Chosen were Krystal Birgy, Daniel Brooks, Matt 
Dyer, Courtney Farmer, Amanda Haney, David 
Lawson, Felicia Ross, and Laura Walter. 

“IT learned when someone offers you drugs, walk 
away and get help,” explained Laura Walter. 

Dantel Brooks stated his ideas about drugs even 
more strongly. 

“DARE helps us know how dangerous drugs and 
alcohol really are,” he said. “They could make you 
sick, mess up your life, hurt you or someone you care 
about — they might even kill you.” 

Sheriff Lasater also presented a special citizenship 
award to fifth-grader Daryl! Richards. Daryl found a 
valuable ring and turned it in to Deputy Behling, 
serving as an example for all his classmates of what is 
good about the DARE program. 

But perhaps the most important lesson of the course 
was expressed by another of the essay winners: 

“If youlike yourself, you probably won’ tuse drugs.” 

The DARE program is funded by the Charlevoix 
County Sheriff Department and through fund- 
raisers, including the annual DARE benefit golf 
outing.

Navy seaman returns stateside 


Navy Seaman James W. Salisz, son of 
Jim J. and Colleen D. Salisz of East 
Jordan, has returned to San Diego after 
completing a six-month overseas deploy- 
ment aboard the dock landing ship USS 
Comstock, which included duty in the 
Persian Gulf near Iraq. 

Salisz is one of nearly 800 Sailors and 
Marines aboard the ship who completed 
the more than 36,000-mile voyage. 
Salisz’s ship was part of the four-ship 
USS New Orleans Amphibious Ready 
Group (ARG), which also included the 
amphibious assault ship USS New Or- 
leans, the amphibious transport dock USS 
Juneau, the dock landing ship USS Mount 
Vernon and the 1 1th Marine Expedition- 
ary Unit. While on deployment, Salisz 


and fellow Sailors and Marines partici- . 


pated in several multinational exercises 
with forces from Bahrain, Jordan, Ku- 
wait and. Singapore. Equipped with a 
Marine landing force, helicopters, Har- 
‘rier attack aircraft, high-speed assault 
hovercraft, armored vehicles and landing 


craft, the USS-New Orleans ARG pro-. 


vided area commanders with a wide range 
of capabilities, which included the ability 
to evacuate civilians, rescue downed pi- 
lots, conduct reconnaissance and serve as 
the leading force in amphibious landings. 

While spending 128 days at sea, Salisz 
also visited Australia, Bahrain, Hong 
Kong, Jordan, Kuwait, Singapore, the 
United Arab Emirates and Hawaii. While 
in port, Sailors and Marines from Salisz’s 
ship volunteered their free time to reno- 
vate local facilities and distribute Project 
Handclasp supplies. 

Salisz’s involvement in the deploy- 
ment is an example of how U.S. men and 
women are serving in the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps in support of U.S. interests. 
Whether projecting power ashore, deliv- 
ering humanitarian assistance, cargo or 
troops from the sea, these highly trained 
naval forces provide a unique forward 
presence and crisis-response option, 
which can be withdrawn quickly when no 
longer needed. .
